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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-12, 14, 15, 17, 20-27 and 32-35 are allowed. 

The present invention is directed to managing a parental level of an optical disc 
can allow a user to set a parental level of a data stream recorded and stored on a 
rewritable optical disc or write-once optical disc and manage the set parental level as 
navigation information for the optical discs. The independent claim 1 and 25 identify 
uniquely distinct features " changing the first user-selected parental level to the second 
user-selected parental level on the disc, said changing including storing a code 
corresponding to the second user-selected parental level in the navigation area of the 
disc to be used in place of the first user-selected parental level previously stored in the 
navigation area of the disc" . The independent claim 17 identifies similar uniquely 
distinct features " a third memory area configured to store status information indicating 
the renewal of the first parental code recorded in the second memory area, wherein use 
of the first parental code is changed to a second parental code stored in the second 
memory area, the second parental code being one of a plurality of user-selected 
parental levels different from a parental level indicated by the first parental code ". The 
closest art, U.S. Patent No. 6,385,388 B1 to Lewis et al., U.S. Patent No. 5,933,569 to 
Sawabe et al. and U.S. Patent 6,519,412 B1 to Kim disclose apparatuses with parental 
controls to control viewing of audio and video, either singularly or in combination, fail to 
anticipate or render the above under underlined limitations obvious.
